He also stated Merten had several letters 
to and from Karamanlis which did in S f s opinion not incriminate K. since 
they did not indicate _K_ dipectly benefiting materially through the Germans. 

5 Oct Eleftheria(Mathiopo'ulos)_ quotes Merten as saying he could not show photo 
since not presently in his possession but 2 copies are 4n Athens and Salonika. 
Photo described,, as taken on Cdos Korai. Merten will produce it during the 
trial of his shit against (Mrs . Makris,, adding he already offered considerable
